“We are happily making strategic 
withdrawals. Actual-fighting has not 
begun. Do not take alarm at the re- 
ports of Italian victories, 

“Because of the strategic disposition 
of our troops at Magdala, in the north, 
and along the Webbe Shibeli river in 
the south, I must forbid inspection of 
our defenses at the present time. All 
I can promise now is that I am ar- 
ranging an expedition of journalists to 
Dessye, one of our concentration points 
in the north, not far from Magdala. 
But I assure you that the real fight- 
ing is still a month away.” 

With the renewal of rains in Oga- 
den province, in the south, the dif- 
ficulties of the advancing Italians are 
multiplied. The Ethiopians gain an 
advantage with every delay that

Meanwhile, time is also playing into 
the Ethiopians’ hands in the matter 
of arms and ammunition. With the 
removal of the arms embargo, there 
has been a mighty influx of muni- 
tions, coming through British and 
French Somaliland, including a large 
number of Czechoslovakian machine 
guns that are ideal for use in the 
brush country. 

In Harar the other day your cor- 
respondent had a talk with an Ethi- 
opian commander who has been direct- 
ing the strategical movements of troops 
on the southern front. 

“General Graziani (Italian com- 
mander on the southern front) has 
large expectations,” he said. “But he 
will find that Ogaden has no concern 
with the Italian drive in the north, 
and he will also find that we have 
fortified positions of strategic impor- 
tance. There will be many a merry 
pienie before the Italians menace Ji- 
jiga. (Jijiga is a fortified town on 
a mountain commanding the south- 
ern approach to Harar.) Ethiopia’s 
people understand the nature of the 
surrounding terrain as well as mili- 
tary engineers. and they will know 
how to defend their country when 


the time comes.” 

Your correspondent spent three 
days traveling through Arusi province, | 
southeast of Addis Ababa, in the com- 
pany of an Ethiopian commander who 
assured me that it would be impos- 
sible for the Italians to make a suc- 
cessful thrust through Bale and Arusi 
provinces in the direction of Addis 
Ababa.

Plumer said Tear had been unable 
to throw any light on the case during 
early questioning, which was resumed 
this afternoon. No charge has been 
placed against him. 

Crowds coursed through the sub- 
urb tod Plumer posted a special 
guard at the home of the girl's grief- 
stricken parents, Mr. and Mrs. G. 
A. Loring, to prevent intrusion. Tear 
was there helping console them when 
he was taken into custody. 

Knew Persons.

The paper napkin found near the 
body, indicated, Dr. Leving said, that 
the girl may have eaten a barbecue 
sandwich shortly before she was slain. 
Her stomach content was to be ana- 
lyzed in an effort to determine what 
she had -eaten. A man’s glove also 
was found at the scene. 

“She had changed her clothes short- 
ly before she left home.” Dr. Levine 
said, “indicating that she was going 
out to meet someone.” 

“There was no evidence that there 
was even an attempt at criminal at- 
tack. I believe that she may have 
gone to talk with someone who tried 


to persuade her not to go through 
with the marriage—someone who had 


that if he couldn’t have her no one 
else could either.” 
Heavy, Strong Girl. 
As basis for a belief that more than 


one person may have committed the 
murder, Dr. Levine said Miss Loring 
was a “heavy, strong girl’ who could 
have put up an extended struggle 
against one person. 

Instead of a long fight, however, 
he said indications were that one per- 
son may have grabbed Miss Loring 
quickly from behind while another 
strangled her with the piece of heavy 
wrapping cord which was found knot- 
ted around her neck. 

The official said there were only 
two distinct wounds in Miss Loring’s 
head, and that these did not pene- 
trate the skull. It was possible, he de- 
clared, that the marks may have heen 
made by a pair of heavy icetongs, 
or similar instrument, which he spec- 
ulated may have been used to drag 
the body through the woods. 

About 50 feet from where the body 
was found, officers discovered a pool 
of dried blood, indicating the body 
may have been dragged from the spot 
where the girl was first attacked.
